A WIDELY respected 
former Town 
Mayor of Portland 
is poised to be Mayor of 
Weymouth and Portland 
during its Olympic year. 

Margaret Leicester, 72, 
moved to Dorset from 
London in 1966 and has 
lived on Portland ever 
since. 

She accepted a nomina¬ 
tion to be Deputy Mayor 
for 2011-2012 during a re¬ 
cent full council meeting. 

Once this is officially rat¬ 
ified at the annual mayor 
making in May it will nat¬ 
urally lead to her being 
Mayor during 2012-2013 
when the Olympics are 
held and the eyes of the 
world focus on Weymouth 
and Portland which will 
host the sailing events. 

Mrs Leicester, who rep-

resents Tophill East on the 
borough council, said she 
had some unusual holiday 


memories of her visits to 
Dorset before she moved 
to Portland. 


She said: “We used to 
come down from London 
on motor scooters and 
camp in a field near the 
Frampton Arms at More- 
ton. 

“The nights in that pub 
were almost surreal. Not 
only did the landlord serve 
up platters of roast badger 
for people to eat but visi¬ 
tors were also entertained 
by a group whose drum¬ 
mer could barely keep 
pace with the rest of the 
band who were totally out 
of tune! 

“Such things are Dorset 
memories made of and, 
when we didn’t like the 
way things were going in 
London, we decided to 
move down to Portland so 


that if we had children 
they would have a better 
life.” 

She and husband, Ken, 
had two sons, Paul and 
Stuart, and Mrs Leicester 
said she would always be 
grateful to Portland for the 
outdoor life it had given 
her family. 

In 1980 she became a 
member of Portland Town 
Council and in 1985 a 
member of the borough 
council, her political ca¬ 
reer continuing virtually 
unbroken since then. 

She was a St Georges In¬ 
fants School governor for 
28 years and has always 
been a strong supporter of 
community, but she said 
that agreeing to be Deputy 
Mayor was one of the 
hardest decisions of her 
life. 

She said: “At my age it is 
a big commitment because 
you attend many events 
and this will literally be¬ 
come hundreds of events if 
my nomination is con¬ 
firmed and I go on to be 
Mayor during Olympic 
year. 

“I have been Portland 
Town Mayor twice but 
never Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor and I am par¬

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ticularly looking forward 
to highlighting the work of 
the voluntary sector be¬ 
cause I wonder if this 
country could survive 
without the army of volun¬ 
teers who give so much 
time and effort for nothing. 

“We have to worry for 
the future. The financial 
situation isn’t going to get 
any better and there are 
even harder times ahead, 
so we must try and pro¬ 
tects our residents from 
this as much as possible.”

Laura grew up in Bridport and still lives in the 
town with her family. After leaving Colfox 
School, she studied childcare at Yeovil College, 
supporting her studies by working at the Brid¬ 
port Superdrug store. 

In her spare time Laura loves driving and rid¬ 
ing her motorbike, probably a good thing as 
she is no stranger to commuting, having stud¬ 
ied at Yeovil and now working in Dorchester. 

Despite having a lot of friends and family in 
the town, Laura feels it isn't easy for young 
people in Bridport and plans to move away in 
the near future. 

Here she shares her views on the best and 
worst of Bridport, the nicest roads to ride your 
motorbike and why we should go easy on 
young drivers. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

I like having my family close by and being near the sea 
and when something is going on in Bridport the whole 
town joins in. 

■ WHAT would you like to change? 

Young people getting blamed for so much bad stuff 
when there are older people doing things which cause 
a lot more problems and nothing is being done about it. 
I think we need better shops as a lot are empty and we 
have a lot charity shops. Rent on shops and housing 
needs to be lower too, living just outside the town is 
cheaper but not everyone wants to live outside Bridport. 

■ IS Bridport a good place for young people? 

I don’t think so no. There are too many older people 
who think we are all troublemakers and there is nothing 
to do! 

■ DO you feel young drivers get a bad press? 

Yes, I agree some young drivers don’t drive well, they 
show off, but I drive to Dorchester every day and the 
majority of bad drivers are OAPs or middle-aged men 
in posh cars. I think young drivers should be given a 
chance, not all of us drive badly. 

■ WHAT are your favourite places to ride your mo¬ 
torbike? 

I haven’t been riding long so I haven’t gone far but I 



like going to Charmouth and Lyme Regis because it’s 
a nice road. 


■ MOTORBIKES or cars? 

Cars are more practical but motorbikes are more fun! 

■ WHAT is the best part of your job? 

Bonding with the children, I like seeing the children 
leam new skills and develop. It’s nice to know I helped 
them grow as individuals, and it’s also fun to go run¬ 
ning around outside with them. 
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■ HAVE you always wanted to work with children? 

I used to want to be a hairdresser but I tried it and it was 
a bit boring so I got into childcare. 

■ WHAT are the benefits of children attending 
nursery? 

They leam social skills, boundaries and rules. They also 
have a lot more toys to play with. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I like working with children but I’d love to have some 
kind of talent like designing or be an amazing racing 
car driver. I’ve not really thought about my dream job 
before. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Not living at home, and just enjoying my youth, I’ll 
maybe have some children and I might be living in 
Bournemouth or somewhere other than Bridport. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party and why? 

Chad Michael Murray, because he’s good looking. 
Michael McIntyre because I think he’s a great comedian 
and the singer Adele because I love her music and think 
she would be a good guest. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I don’t read books because I get distracted too easily. 
The last film I watched was “When in Rome” and Katy 
Perry was the last CD I listened to.

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No cuts to frontline services 


A FIERCE debate raged before councillors finally agreed 
one of Weymouth and Portland’s toughest budgets for 
years. 

The £10.5 million net programme included no increase 
in council tax or car parking charges and no cuts to front¬ 
line services. 

But finance chief Jason Vaughan warned that there 
were still challenges to be faced and said: “We are work¬ 
ing through partnerships with West Dorset to solve a pre¬ 
dicted shortfall of £600,000 for 2012-2013 caused by 
reduced Government grants.” 

Council leader Councillor Geoff Petherick told a full 
council meeting that tackling such a tough budget had 
made Weymouth and Portland unique as a council in the 
UK. 

He added: “This is because we have achieved a bal¬ 
anced budget without cutting any frontline services.” 

A final vote unanimously approved the budget, but be¬ 
fore that there were harsh words and accusations of 
“electioneering” when the Liberal Democrat group pro¬ 
posed two amendments to spend most of £153,847 worth 
of extra Government grant instead of putting the cash in 
to reserves. 

Group leader Councillor Ian Roebuck first proposed 
putting £50,000 into an earmarked reserve to maintain 
and improve publicly owned play areas. 

But finance spokesman Councillor Peter Chapman said

the timing was “contrary to good practice” while Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Farrell said “an open mind” should be kept 
over reserves which should not be tied down by being ear¬ 
marked for projects. 

Councillor John Birtwistle said the issue was about the 
physical wellbeing of children and he didn’t want to go 
home “with a message to the public that this is not a pri¬ 
ority of the council”. 

But the meeting voted 20-11 against the idea and against 
a second amendment to spend another £80,000 over two 
years for a sports development officer. 

Mr Roebuck said the post would help amateur and vol¬ 
untary sports groups and try and ensure a lasting legacy 
from the Olympic Games and the Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee. 

But Councillor Tim Munro accused them of “election¬ 
eering” ahead of local government elections in May while 
Councillor Dominic Lonsdale described the amendment 
as “wetter and woollier than a freshly dipped sheep”. 

Mr Birtwistle hit back and accused opponents of 
“knowing the price of everything and the value of noth¬ 
ing” but Mr Chapman said the public would be “horri¬ 
fied” if the council supported the amendment.

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'Tough decisions'as police 
numbers have to be reduced

HARSH government grants could re¬ 
sult in Dorset Police cutting 530 staff 
over the next four years as they look 
to save £18million. 

Crime across the county is at a 12- 
year-low and police have already 
achieved over £30m in efficiency sav¬ 
ings, despite being the worst funded 
force in the country. 

The latest funding cuts however 
would see officer numbers drop by 
184 by March 2015 and could leave 
the county vulnerable as the police 
workforce reaches its lowest level 
since March 2002. 

In a report, presented by Dorset Po¬ 
lice Chief Constable Martin Baker at 
a meeting of the Dorset Police Au¬ 
thority last week, the latest budget 
proposal was described as a “worst 
case scenario” as the police look to re¬ 
duce costs by £18 million from a 
budget of £140 million over the next 
four years. 

The Chief Constable explained that 
Dorset Police had, in fact, started 
planning its change programme as far 
back as 2009. 

As well as cutting staff, Dorset Po¬ 
lice will also have a continued recruit¬ 
ment freeze and introduce new shift 
patterns, reducing overtime. 

There will also be a reduction in 
procurement costs through increased 
collaboration and sharing of equip¬ 
ment, with police planning to join the

proposed national scheme for Air 
Support. 

Savings in maintenance and estates 
costs are expected after new stations 
were recently opened in 
Bournemouth and Poole, and recent 
investment in mobile technology and 
improved communications and de¬ 
ployment systems should help police 
reduce its reliance on its estate and 
vehicles. 

Chief Constable Martin Baker said: 
“this reduction (in staff) is not a tar¬ 
get, and in fact represents the worst 
case scenario if a continued recruit¬ 
ment freeze were the only method of 
addressing the medium term budget 
deficit. Initiatives taken by the force 
over the next four years will mitigate 
the need to reduce numbers to this ex¬ 
tent. Every opportunity will be taken 
to maximise the numbers of officers 
and staff, and to ensure that these of¬ 
ficers and staff are used to address the 
direct operational requirements of the 
force.” 

The worst case scenario would see 
staff numbers drop from 2,695 to 
2,165, the lowest since 2002 when a 
total of 2,117 officers and staff were 
employed. 

Michael Taylor, Chairman of the 
Police Authority, said that tough de¬ 


cisions had been made in order to 
keep council tax frozen. “In setting its 
2011/12 budget, the Police Authority 
has agreed to freeze the current level 
of policing precept which secures ad¬ 
ditional national grant funding. This 
means that the council tax for polic¬ 
ing services this year will remain un¬ 
changed which we are sure council 
tax payers will welcome,” he said. 

“In the context of a council tax 
freeze and a sharp fall in national 
funding, there is no doubt that the 
budget the Police Authority has 
agreed for 2011/12 is requiring us to 
make some hard choices and tough 
decisions about the future size and 
shape of Dorset Police in terms of its 
staffing, equipment and buildings. 
However, our actions and plans are 
focused on maintaining operational 
necessities, supporting the continuing 
deployment of Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams across all areas of the county 
and continuing to provide high qual¬ 
ity policing services that maintain a 
focus on community priorities. 

“These are key themes that form 
part of our Strategic and Annual 
Policing Plan which members of the 
Authority agreed at today’s meeting. 
They are also key messages that we 
will be seeking to reinforce as we 
consult and update the public about 
proposed changes.” 


Queen's pier to be refurbished 


PORTLAND Port is spending £5 mil¬ 
lion on the refurbishment of Queen’s 
Pier. 

The work will allow larger vessels 
such as the RFA bay class, commer¬ 
cial and cruise ships to moor along the 
quayside. 

Project manager David Hallett said 
the work involved large steel piles 
being hammered into the seabed by a 
crane floating on a pontoon. 

He added: ‘Queen’s Pier is a mature 
structure that has been there since the 
1950s and is in need of a bit of care. 
We are making sure we do not disrupt 
over-wintering birds at the Fleet, Fer¬ 
rybridge and Chesil Beach. We also 
have to demonstrate that we are not 
going to upset the shellfish by disturb¬ 
ing the mud.” 

Portland Port chief executive Steve 
Davies said: ‘The refurbishment of 
the Queen’s Pier benefits the local 
community through employment and 


spending, both during and after con¬ 
struction, and will result in more ship¬ 
ping business encouraged to pass 
through the port. 

“It gives the port a competitive ad¬ 
vantage with facilities to attract more 
international shipping contracts, 
which adds a benefit for the wider 
economy of the South West.” 

The work is being tackled by Kier 
Construction and local company Pais¬ 
ley Plant Hire. 

Kier said it would also benefit the 
borough’s economy because they 
want to hire local workers for the 
scheme which is due to start this 
spring and finish by late summer. 

Jamie Bee of Kier Construction 
said: “We will endeavour to use local 
contractors and suppliers throughout 
the project. All Kier staff will be stay¬ 
ing at local hotels or appropriate local 
lettings.” 

Special measures will be taken to 


monitor noise levels and keep in 
touch with the public to tell them 
when works will be taking place. 

Mr Bee added: “All current best 
practice will be introduced to min¬ 
imise potential impact from noise. We 
will monitor the works to ensure our 
working hours, methods and equip¬ 
ment are meeting our mitigation tar¬ 
gets. 

“We have already spoken to the 
local authority environmental health 
officer and will be undertaking a letter 
drop informing local residents of the 
scope and time-scale of the project 
before we commence on site. 

“No work will take place during 
night-time periods but some work 
will extend in to weekends. We do not 
anticipate these activities having a 
significant impact but will monitor 
the situation.” 


■ NEW Zealand earthquake relief ef¬ 
forts benefitted from cash dona¬ 
tions made at a special shop in 
Weymouth. 

The Rotary Clubs of Melcombe 
Regis, Weymouth and Harbourside 
joined forces to collect cash at tem¬ 
porary premises in St Thomas Street. 

Melcombe spokesman Ian Brooke 
(pictured), who is also a co-ordinator 
for Shelterbox said: "People have 
been very generous and we col¬ 
lected £80 in just three hours and 
hundreds more during the overall 
collection period. 

"Those giving either specified the 
appeal to help Christchurch or asked 
for their donation to go direct to 
Shelterbox or End Polio Now.

Relief road due to open 
in the next few weeks 


WEYMOUTH Relief Road's new 
carriageway is due to open in the 
next few weeks. 

Dorset County Council made the 
announcement this week, but the 
authority also said that people in 
Upwey and Broadwey will not be 
able to gain access on to the new 
road until later this year. 

Instead they will have to join the 
route via Littlemoor Road. 

A county council spokesman 
said: "Due to work taking place to 
finish the Bincombe junction, near 
the hairpin bend, Dorchester Road 
will be closed at its northern end 
with no access through to Dorch¬ 
ester. 

"We apologise for the inconven¬ 
ience this will cause. Unfortu¬ 
nately, there is no way to 
complete this junction while traf¬ 
fic is using the hairpin bend. 

"As this closure will affect the 


local bus services, we will provide 
a free shuttle service from Upwey 
which will link up with the bus 
services from Littlemoor. 

"The details of this service are 
currently being finalised and we 
will put notices out once we have 
confirmation of how this service 
will run." 

Weymouth and Portland trans¬ 
port spokesman Councillor Chris¬ 
tine James said of the impending 
opening:"lt is about time too. 

"I am sure that residents living 
along the main part of Dorchester 
Road will be delighted that there 
is an end in sight to their traffic 
troubles. 

"The county council has to do 
the work at Bincome but they are 
trying to help Upwey and Broad¬ 
wey residents by laying on a shut¬ 
tle bus to get people on their way 
to Dorchester on into town." 


These include their local bin col¬ 
lection, allotments, medical and den¬ 
tal centres, community centres, parks 
and play areas, play groups, post 
boxes, sports and leisure facilities, 
recycling facilities, youth centres, 
places of worship, car parks, coun¬ 
cillor information, transport links 
and other public services. 

The facility also allows users to 
find out about local planning appli¬ 
cations that have been made, and as¬ 
sists residents who intend to make a 
planning application to determine 
whether land or buildings are pro¬ 
tected.

Planning appeal for homes on pub skittle alley site rejected 


A PLANNING inspector has rejected an 
appeal to allow a scheme for demolition 
of a skittle alley at a Portland pub to cre¬ 
ate three new homes. 

The 19 th century New Star fronts the 
main street within the Underhill conser¬ 
vation area and Weymouth and Portland 
planners refused permission for the 
scheme in 2010 on the grounds of 
overdevelopment. 


Inspector Jennifer Armstrong backed 
their decision and said the main issues 
were the special architectural and historic 
interest of the listed building, the charac¬ 
ter and appearance of the conservation 
area and the amenity of existing and fu¬ 
ture residents. 

She said the 1950s skittle alley had “no 
architectural significance” and she had 
no objection to its demolition nor did she 


object to internal alterations to the main 
part of the pub, but she had two main 
concerns about the rear of the building. 

She said the proposed second floor flat 
roofed rear extension would be “an inap¬ 
propriate addition” to the listed building 
and would relate “most awkwardly” to 
the proposed end wall of the housing. 

The flat roof would also be “at odds” 


with and detract from the established 
character and appearance of the conser¬ 
vation area. 

She also said that she felt the rear wall 
of the three storey dwellings would re¬ 
duce sunlight, be unduly overbearing and 
would materially affect the level of 
amenity enjoyed by residents and accord¬ 
ingly she dismissed the appeal.

A RECENTLY discovered 
1926 letter is taking pride 
of place at a Thomas 
Hardy exhibition in Port¬ 
land Museum. 

The letter, which has ex¬ 
cited experts on the fa¬ 
mous novelist, was found 
in an old filing cabinet by 
museum co-ordinator Lisa 
Gravett. 

She said: “The hairs on 
the back of my neck stood 
up when I first realised 
what I held. 

“I had been sorting 
through a folder of written 
items on Dr Marie Stopes 
who founded this museum. 

“Suddenly I came across 


a single sheet of paper 
dated 30 th August, 1926 
and stamped “Max Gate, 
Dorchester” which was 
Thomas Hardy’s home. 

“Experts have since con¬ 
firmed it is original and it 
is due to be included in the 
latest book of Hardy letters 
by Professor Michael Mill- 
gate of Vancouver, 
Canada.” 

She added that the exhi¬ 
bition, which continues 
until the end of April, also 
includes dozens of other 
Hardy artefacts from pho¬ 
tographs and letters to 


books, all displayed in a 
Victorian area of the mu¬ 
seum. 

Another exhibition at the 
Museum deals with me¬ 
dieval Portland windmills 
and includes an early 19 th 
century map showing their 
location at Droop Field.

Story of my life! 

WHAT odds would you give on this? 

I bought a brand new roll of masking tape to help 
me do a bit of decorating at home, edging things 
such as skirting boards and stairs for which I had 
to tear off 40 or 50 different length pieces of tape. 

On went the undercoat with no problem and a 
few hours later I carefully removed the masking 
tape to prevent any paint lines on my woodwork. 

Naturally a gloss coat had to be added, so I care¬ 
fully repeated the process and put fresh masking 
tape down ready to guard against any slips with 
the gloss....well nearly. 

It turned out by some piece of bad luck that the 
amount of masking tape on the roll was enough to 
provide one lot for the undercoat but not enough 
to totally complete the second lot for the gloss. 

It was short by seven inches - the story of my life! 


WELL it had to happen I suppose and at least I was 
ready for it. 

The new traffic light-controlled junction at Boot Hill 
in Weymouth is fast going down in local folklore as 
one of the most badly designed, ill advised and dan¬ 
gerous spots in the entire area.

Granby Industrial is going for gold! 


B usiness people based on the Granby Industrial Es¬ 
tate have an extra spring in their step as Weymouth 
gears up for the summer season. 

Traders are looking forward to the opening of the long- 
awaited £87.4 million Weymouth-Dorchester relief road 
next month. Having weathered the worst of the triple 
whammy that was the recession, the worst snowfall in 
decades and VAT rising to 20%, businesses are now start¬ 
ing to welcome the green shoots of recovery. Golden op¬ 
portunities are beckoning for 2012, when the borough will 
host the sailing events in the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

And demand for commercial premises remains strong, 
according to Mickey Jones, Chief Executive at DJ Prop¬ 
erty, owner of much of the Granby Industrial Estate.

Part of that is down to the Olympic torch heralding a 
new dawn of prosperity which the whole borough can 
share in. Gary Fooks, Dorset 2012 Manager, who is also 
based on the Granby Industrial Estate, said: ‘Without a 
doubt London 2012 is helping this part of Dorset in tough 
times, and is just one reason why the Granby Industrial 
Estate has weathered the recession well. 

‘Weymouth and Portland being chosen as the s ailing 
venue for the 2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games has 
put us on the map, business interest is rising and this rep¬ 
resents a golden opportunity for all commercial premises 
including industrial, retail, office, leisure, and storage.

IN our postbag this week was a letter from 
Bridport reader, Kath Archer. This is an ed¬ 
ited version of it: 

Dear Mr McGarry, 

May I submit one of my own poems... But be¬ 
fore I tell you about my poem I would like to 
thank you for blessing us through "Poetry for 
Pleasure" - a little gem to be regularly en¬ 
joyed. I now have a great love for poetry. (I 
didn't always have this love; doing 'O'Level 
Literature at school in 19681 found it boring 
and irrelevant.) But since starting to write 
my own poetry about 15 years ago, after 
contracting a long illness, I now appreciate 
the beauty and depth it offers to the reader - 
and the composer. Poetry can often touch 
the heart and thoughts of man more than 
trying to say the same thing in ordinary 
words. Looking back, I realize that I had 
loved poetry in my earlier years after all - in 
the form of beautiful, lyrical, inspirational 
verses in hymns and gospel music, which I 
now (as an 'oldie j appreciate even more be¬ 
cause I now understand the message behind 
those verses I read as a youngster, concern¬ 
ing The Saviour Jesus and God's love for us. 

It's so refreshing in this high-tech, speeded 
up world to stop and ponder the words of a 
poem, to help us appreciate the depth of a 


particular subject or message and be either 
blessed or challenged by those poetic words. 
The poem I am sending you I composed as a 
kind of cry for help when I was terribly iso¬ 
lated and lonely because of the physical ill¬ 
ness I suffer. I longed for human company 
and that led me to think of all the other 
lonely people around us in our own commu¬ 
nity who (for whatever reason) may feel for¬ 
gotten or neglected. 

LONELY HEART 

Do we know a lonely heart 
Who sits alone at home, 

The empty chair reminding them 
Of faces they've once known? 

Do we know a lonely heart 
Who may be sad and low, 

Who may be sad or sorrowing, 

Who longs someone to know? 

Could there be someone who needs 
And longs for us to say 
"Please join me for some tea and cake, 
Please eat with us today". 

Has God shown you a lonely soul 
Who once knew smiles and cheer, 

But now whose 'cross' weighs heavily 
Now drenched with their own tears? 


With aching heart have they been told 
"Suff'ring is where we learn 
To lean on God, he's our best friend" - 
While human love they yearn? 

Perhaps that precious soul at times 
Has heard the words, "I'll ring", 

Or "I will visit you one day - 
If I can fit it in". 

Maybe that lonely heart needs you. 
"Who, me? My time is vexed: 

The kids, the job, the home, the church, 
The telly - my soap's on next!" 

If we pray, will that suffice, 

Will prayer bring cheer, dear God? 

"Lord please befriend that lonely soul, 
And someone else please prod!" 

Meanwhile, that sad and lonely heart 
Waits, hoping love will come... 

The love of Christ in us imparts 
To share with everyone.

Fastest ever Audi A3 boots up in Geneva 


A NEW take on the Audi A3 is hatched this week at the 
2011 Geneva Motor Show, where for the first time in 
its history the ultra-successful premium compact car 
not only adopts a striking ‘notchback’ saloon body shell, but 
also uniquely combines it with a power output of over 400PS 
for epic performance. 

Known simply as the A3 concept, the fastest ever factory- 
produced A3 is the latest in a long line of one-off Audi design 
studies, and is characteristically laden with technological ad¬ 
vances in everything from construction to infotainment. 

Apart from the tautly contoured new body shell, the most 
immediately obvious highlight of the A3 concept is its five- 
cylinder Turbo FSI petrol engine, whose 408PS output out¬ 
numbers its closest series production relative, the potent RS 
3 Sportback, by 68PS. 

Peak torque of 500Nm is also 50Nm up, and is available 
over a broad rev range between 1,600 and 5,300 rpm, making 
an explosive 4.1-second 0-62mph time a reality. Top speed 
is electronically limited to 155mph. 

Fuel economy in this latest Audi study looks all the more 
impressive when these remarkable figures are taken into ac¬ 
count, with up to 31mpg possible on the combined cycle, 
giving C02 emissions of 212g/km. 

A regulated oil pump, the intelligent Audi thermo-manage¬ 
ment system and an energy recovery system - technologies 
from the brand’s modular efficiency platform - all contribute 
to this high efficiency. 

The rack-and-pinion steering also draws minimal power 
because its electromechanical drive system requires no en¬ 
ergy when driving straight ahead. 

A compact seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch transmission 
also helps to optimize efficiency, while at the same time de¬ 
livering the trademark lightning-quick gear changes that are 
especially appropriate here. 

WEIGHT-CONSCIOUS DESIGN 

At 4,440mm long, 1,840mm wide and just 1,390mm high, 
the A3 concept has a dynamic stance that suggests great 
agility. 


It can deliver on this promise thanks to the use of ultra¬ 
modern components, design methods and joining techniques. 
These include the use of custom-tailored blanks in the floor 
area, carbon fibre-reinforced plastic (CFRP) in varying pro¬ 
portions for the grille surround, front air intake, door mirror 
elements, rear apron and even the 20-inch alloy wheels, and 
aluminium for the bonnet, doors and tailgate. 

These weight-saving elements help to pare the A3 concept 
back to a relatively light 1,540kg, meaning its RS 3 Sport- 
back-derived McPherson strut front and four-link rear sus¬ 
pension is even less encumbered through the bends. 

Front and rear tracks that at 1,572mm and 1,542mm are 
even wider than the RS 3 Sportback’s also help to plant the 
study even more firmly, and of course quattro permanent all¬ 
wheel drive via an electronically controlled multi-plate 
clutch acts as the 
mainstay.

signed for maximum economy. 

To gain access to all this in the A3 concept, the driver need 
only touch the door handle with its brushed aluminium clasp. 
It then power extends outwards, opening the door to a futur¬ 
istic cabin which, thanks to the best-in-class 2,630mm wheel¬ 
base, is also suitably spacious. This applies to the ‘boot’ as 
well, which offers an impressive 410-litre capacity. 

Front sport seats with prominent side bolsters provide suit¬ 
able anchorage for high- performance driving, and position 
occupants perfectly in relation to the dashboard with its avi¬ 
ation-inspired air vents and control knobs. 

The high-quality sound system features speakers in the 
doors and the rear shelf with aluminum trim panels, and 
when turned on, these extend a few millimetres to give a vi¬ 
sual accompaniment to the system’s excellent sound. 

Located behind 
the compact, flat- 
bottomed, three- 
spoke multifunction 
steering wheel are 
two analogue dial 
instruments with 
black dials and red 
needles, comple¬ 
mented by 

additional kidney¬ 
shaped displays. 

In between these 
is the large, eight- 
inch display for the 
driver information 
system. 

The display is 
user-programmable 
- the driver can se¬ 
lect the content to 
be displayed from 
an extensive 
menu. 


LUXURY CLASS APPOINTMENTS 

The control panel for the MMI multimedia system is located 
on the centre tunnel console, and for the first time the surface 
of its large rotary pushbutton also incorporates the touch pad 
for the MMI touch system which allows the driver to ‘write’ 
navigation destinations and other commands using a finger¬ 
tip. 

This new solution, which makes the already exemplary 
MMI operation even more intuitive, will soon be introduced 
in series production Audi models. 

The ultra-thin MMI monitor power-extends out of the 
dashboard, another feature taken from the full-size car class. 
Notable new departures at this level also include the electro¬ 
mechanical parking brake control and the stunning LED 
headlights. 

In terms of infotainment, the Audi A3 concept further em¬ 
phasizes why the brand is one of the leaders in this field. A 
UMTS model provides full access to the Internet, allowing 
the car to access services from Google, and thanks to the 
WLAN hotspot, passengers can surf and send e-mail using 
their own computers. Holders for iPads are installed on the 
back of the front seat backrests.

Magpies fail to blunt Darts

INJURY stricken Dorchester Town once again failed to turn 
their dominance into goals against fellow strugglers Dart- 
ford and paid for it as the Kent side struck twice in the final 
17 minutes. 

Their injury problems were not helped either by a sus¬ 
pected medial ligament injury to Aldershot loanee Doug 
Bergqvist that may well mean manager Ashley Vickers hav¬ 
ing to take his place in central defence at Farnborough on 
Saturday for his first competitive match since New Year's 
Day 2010. 

With Jamie Coutts being unfit following Saturday's injury, 
Vickers included new Aldershot Town loanee Reece Con¬ 
nolly up front to partner Ryan Moss and switching Chris 
Flood to the right wing. 

As on Saturday when Flood missed an early chance, Neil 
Martin did likewise in the third minute. The ball ran loose 
when Connolly's close range effort from Moss's low cross 
was blocked, but Martin on his weaker right foot scuffed 
his effort from six yards. 

A goal then might have been decisive as Dartford took 
34 minutes to threaten the home goal. 

Meanwhile the Magpies created a host of opportunities 
with Connolly not quite being able to get enough direction 
on Martin's cross, before Joe Bruce just reached Flood's 
driven cross just ahead of Moss at the expense of a corner. 
Then when Nathan Walker's header from Steve Devlin's cor¬ 
ner was not cleared, Moss'shot on the turn just cleared the 
bar. 

Moss then beat Darts keeper Andrew Young to Connolly's 
flicked header but his header went agonisingly wide of the 
left hand post. 

Dartford finally caused a stir at the other end when Danny 
Harris, Darts most potent player, weaved his way into the 
penalty area but was stopped by a great block tackle from 
Jake Smeeton. 

What proved to be Dorchester's closest effort of the night 
came five minutes before the break when Flood's low shot 
from Connolly's neat pass, beat Young bur t was hacked off 
the line by Billy Burgess. 

Two minutes later Darts finally produced a shot at goal, 
although Lee Burns drive as he stretched went harmlessly 
wide. 

Devlin opened the second-half with a run from the centre 
circle brushing past an opponent before thumping a 30- 
yard drive that missed the right hand upright by inches. 

Burns then forced Thomas into his first save of the 
evening on 55 minutes when he tipped his 20-yard volley 
over the top. 

Flood showed good skills again by skipping down the 
right wing from the halfway line before delivering a low 
cross which was intercepted by Bruce as Connolly prepared 
to convert. 

Another Devlin effort, a 35-yard free kick fizzed just over 
the bar as the Magpies looked for that decisive goal. 

However the tide was starting to turn, as Dartford finally 
picked up their game, and Harris was quick to pounce fol¬ 
lowing a ricocheted off a defender but Thomas was quicker 
to swoop at his feet and smother the ball.

We could not 
work any harder than we do in training on finishing. 

"If there were things fundamentally wrong with how 
we're playing, other than the fact we can't take our chances, 
then we would be the first to address it. We just need that 
little bit of composure."

BOB BUCKLER 
HORSE RACING 


Looking forward to 
the better ground 

IT'S been a tough season so far for Bob Buckler's yard. The 
weather this winter has seen some very heavy ground which 
has meant half his yard waiting for the better ground to race. 

"We have had to, along with many other trainers, try and 
get some runs into the horses in less than favourable condi¬ 
tions and although the horses are running up to form and 
better (as nearly all are running much better than the betting 
odds suggest they ought to) the winners are not stacking up 
but with numerous placed horses we are gradually climbing 
back up the trainers list" said Buckler. 

The handicapper and the influx of young horses this season 
have not helped his tally of winners either, which by past sea¬ 
sons is down. 

"It isn't that the horses are running badly, it is just that the 
older horses after two good seasons were handicapped up to 
the hilt, and the youngsters are learning and taking time 
coming to themselves or getting handicapped." 

Last week was another quiet one with only three horses tak¬ 
ing their chance in less than ideal conditions. 

River Indus suffered most in ground too soft for him in fin¬ 
ishing sixth in the Farm Frites Handicap Chase over three 
miles at Sandown on Friday. "Apart from a small mistake at 
the 13th which probably cost him fourth place he did well in 
very trying conditions for him." 

Ethiopia found the fast, flat Ludlow track a bit too much 
for him, and will revert to a more undulating course such as 
Plumpton where both his victories have been. Prominent at 
the start in the Teme Conditional Jockeys' Handicap Chase 
under Nathan Sweeney, he made a mistake at the 12th as 
they picked up the pace that dropped him back, but stayed 
on again well and winged the last to show that he has plenty 
to come. 

Sulpius who was pulled up by jockey Andrew Glassonbury 
last time out at Kempton, puzzling Buckler as to why, com¬ 
pleted the course this time at Plumpton on Monday, although 
once again the heavy conditions were once again not to his 
liking and he finished well down the field in his final handi¬ 
capping race. 

With better weather forecast for this week, a few more are 
expected to run this week including Ballyegan who is lined 
up for Ffos Las or Bangor-on-Dee either on Tuesday or 
Wednesday where he will revert to hurdles once again. 

Buckler explained: "He's proved he is not really strong 
enough in novice company yet, and as we feel he is an im¬ 
proving six- year-old we are going to revert to hurdles for the 
rest of the season to maintain his novice status for next sea¬ 
son. 

"I am sure he will win one or two long distance handicap 
hurdles whilst the ground is soft before being turned away to 
mature then coming back with the Cheltenham four mile 
novice chase next season as the main target." 

Doonan seeking 
support from town 

FORMER Weymouth Wildcats sponsor Harold Doonan 
is looking to the people of Weymouth and the council 
to get behind his five man consortium to keep speed¬ 
way in the town. 

Doonan, is upset that the land at the Wessex Raceway 
on Radipole Lane was granted approval for sports use 
over 60 years ago, but that the West Dorset District 
Council have suggested that it could be approved for 
alternative uses should a planning application be re¬ 
ceived. His fear is that property developers Morgan Sin- 
dall want it for housing development, and despite 
sending a letter by recorded delivery on February 9th 
to each of the company's five directors offering to pay 
a year's rent upfront so the Wildcats could race next 
season, he had not had the courtesy of a reply. 

"They have just announced a £350m contract with 
Bournemouth Borough Council to develop the town 
centre and are building the new fire station here in 
Weymouth. 

"Besides my interest in the Wildcats, my main concern 
that this is another amenity that will be lost to the 
town. 

Doonan (67) added: "There is less to do now in Wey¬ 
mouth than when I was a boy which isn't right. We have 
lost places like the Sidney Hall that was given to parish 
of Holy Trinity for the youth of the town by Sir John 
Groves in 1900 and replaced it with a supermarket 
Companies like Morgan Sindall are coming in from out¬ 
side the town and destroying the community. 

"It's about time the Weymouth & Portland Town 
Council stood up and said 'enough is enough', and I 
want the residents of the town to also make their voices 
be heard."
